Teachers should watch for such 
instances and clarify the text. Jt will be useful the following ways: reference; 
enrichment material for math, science, etc.; for the intellectually curious or 
mathematically or scientifically inclined reader. Style is very informal and 
stimulating; e.g. section on photography.

By playing down dates and historical 
events in order to emphasize the characters, the author comes close to giving 
en impression of people who lived outside the realm of time and space. For 
instance, Miss ‘Anthony and. her speech-making are the important events of 
1855-65 and the Civil War arere incident in her career. The trial (pp. 100-103) 
is not clear in its final outcome. As soon as the reader begins to feel he is 
actually living. in this period and knowing these people, he is jolted back to 
reality by the author's saying "Listen to Susan's log" or "Listen to her own 
description..." There may be danger in the repetition of the idea that foreign 
men were being allowed to vote and American women were not. This questionable 
view of what constitutes an /smerican ts in itself the worst kind of un-American 
teaching.

Interwoven into the story of Paul and Maureen and their 
love for the. wild ponies, Misty and the Phantom, is the flavor of life on the 
small island now and in the past. The story is-even better written than — 
Justin Morgan had a horse and has equally superb illustrations.

She is "called" to teach the animals at the zoo not-only understanding 
of humans but among themselves. The "lesson" is obviously one of international 
and intercultural understanding. The book is quite entertaining at first but 
becomes increasingly preachy and ponderous in its message. Miss Kelly becomes like 
certain people we know - well-meaning but irritating in their sweetness. Children 
may not be affected as this adult was. Some 5th graders are reading it now and 
are gcing to let us know how they like it. 


Horowitz, Caroline. The great big happy book; written by Caroline and Judith 
Horowitz; with pictures by Margery Deckinger. Hart, clghT. 120 p. $1.50 
Preschool .. 

This is an activity and experience book for the pre-school child. Because 
most of the activities (acting songs and poems, picture building, poems and 
stories; play activities and tests) involve studying the book closely, it is not 
well-adapted to group work. At the same time the types of pictures and the 
mixture of pictures and text seem too complicated for the pre-school child. 

It promises little usefulness in nursery school and kindergarten according to 

our kindergarten staff. The author's "Treasury of play ideas..." is much better.

A bird migrating from Brazil to Labrador learns to appreciate his freedom. 
by captivity. Memories give him strength to escape. 

Perhaps. the author writes too vividly but it seems to me that certain parts 
of this story could be very disturbing; e.g. the gathering of the mice, the beating 
of the bird against the walls, the pushing of the bird into the cobwebs and the 
stalking, threatening cat. The flowery descriptions of Labrador and Brazil seem 
dragged in and both the vocabulary and sentence length present difficulties, e.g.

The child then. (according to 
theory) will be led to talk out his fears, Our feeling about this. book was 
that it might create fears that weren't there in the first place, The book was 
also evaluated by children's literature students, the kindergarten staff and @ 
noted child psychologist. All arrived at the same conclusion quite separately. 
The psychologist thought that the pictures and text were too indefinite to 
. stimulate expression, Virginia Howell's "Wha likes the dark?" (Howell, Soskin,
